lution for uniform and systematic tree improvement on 
East Wayne street and on Washington boulevard east on 
Saturday, is diieHy important because it paves the way 
for the first definite example of this sort of beautiiication 
of older Fort Wayne streets that has yet been undertaken, j 
When the matter was first taken up there was objection' 
by a number of property owners, due largely to a mis- 
apprehension of the board's purpose and a fear that the 
plan involved an innovation that would be heavily bur- 
densome to property-owners who were unable to see com- 
pensatory returns sufficient to warrant the outlay. In a 
communication to The Sentinel Friday. City Forester 
Getz set forth at some length and in definite fashion the 
precise steps to be undertaken and gave much informa- 
tion that served to clear away earlier misapprehension. 
The very large attendance of property owners at the ses- j 
sion of the park commissioners Saturday was evidence of j 
the keenest interest in the movement, and when it is com-! 
pleted we believe the citizens of the streets affected will 
Be a unity in commending the work. The matter of shade- 
iree planting, a very important factor in city beautifica- 
tion, has been here, as elsewhere, a work of haphazard 
private undertaking. Each property-owner planted trees, 
few or many, or none at all as he pleased. Under the plan 
to be followed by the park board there -will be not 
only uniformity in planting but judgnmet as to se- 
lection and expert care that will in a few years be splen- 
didly manifest in the sections where it has been under- 
taken. The park board made it apparent that it was not 
disposed to work hardships and readily modified its plans 
to meet particular conditions that seemed to Avarrant it. 
Washington boulevard east and East .Wayne street will 
soon be proudly inviting the attention of the rest of the 
city to what they have accomplished in this particular 
form of civic. bcautification. ,

Sea Girt, X. J.. Oct. 14.—According to 


Governor Woodrow Wilson himself, the 
greatest difference between him and his 
party on the one hand and Roosevelt, 
Taft and their parties on the other, is 
over the great question of the trusts. 


Governor Wilson declares that Taft 


and the republican party offer no definite 
program for trust regulation or limita- 
tion of monopoly. He says that Roose- 
velt and his party propose to recognize 
the existing trusts and monopolies, legal- 
ize them and attempt to regulate them 
through a commission empowered to pro- 
vide rules for their conduct. 


The Wilson-democratic plan, says the 


candidate, is to prevent monopoly by the 
enactment of laws which shall specifically 
prohibit the particular acts by which 
monopolies have been created—favorit- 
ism in emending credit, selling, at low 
prices ill one community'to crush,out a 
small competitor and at high prices in an- 
other commuriity-.-to-make it" iip',".'stock- 
watering and other well known practices. 


Foremost in his program, is the cutting' 


down or removal of the tariff on products 
which have been monopolized. 


Here is the governor's own statement: 
"The third party gays ti.e trusts are 


inevitable—these artificially built 
up 


things—and that the only thing the gov- 
ernment can do—the only thing the third 
party proposes should be done—is to set 
up a commission which is to regulate 
them. In effect, the third party says: 


" 'It is futile to undertake to prevent 


monopoly in this country, but we will 
make these monopolies kind to the peo- 
ple. 
AV<>' will guarantee that they wilt 


be pitiful. We will guarantee that-they 
will pay right wages; that they will do 
everything 
kind and 
public-spirited!1 


(Which they hare never heretofore shown 
any inclination to do.)" 


Monopoly Not Inevitable. 


Snapping his determined jaw shut and 


sticking it forward, • Governor 
Wilson 


declared: 


"I deny absolutely that monopoly is 


inevitable. And I deny that the admir- 
able program of social reform, for which 
I commend the third party platform, can 
be accomplished through the forces that 
have made social reform necessary. 


"We know now. the processes by which 


these monopolies have been made. We 
know the ways in which small groups 
of men control great industries 
and 


groups of industries. We can stop it! 
Any good lawyer can write the statutes 
tht will make the corporation lawyer say 
to his clients: "That's a very pretty 
scheme, gentlemen, but if you undertake 
it you will land in the penitentiary."

I had .gone to the Tillage to hear 


David Lloyd-George speak in the town 
where he grew up. Most of the audience 
were men. Hardly had Lloyd-George 
jegun his adresa than a woman near 
the front row cried: 
"When are you 


going to give—" , 


Before she could finish, other women 


were shouting: 
"Votes for women!" 


At once pandemonium reigned. Hun- 


dreds "of Welshmen rushed yat the suf- 
raget who had started the interruption, 
"latching her by the waist, they dragged

her away from the crowd / and mal- 
treated her. Her h.it was torn away, 
and armed with cabbage stumps and 
sticks, the crowd beat >the unfortunate 
woman on the Head, in the face, and on 
other parts of her body.

One man forced his "way through the 


dense mass to where the police ;were 
trying .to get the half fainting woman 
away. Laughing and waving his hands, 
he struck her p. terrible blow 'on the 
jaw. -

Undaunted by the fate of one of their 


comrades, four other ^uffragets inter- 
rupted the speaker and, all of them be- 
ing caught, they received even worse 
treatment.

One woman was stripped to the waist, 


and one man pulled a bunch of her hair 
out andjboastfully waved it to the view 
of those around him. 


A second .was heavily thrown to the 


ground and then lifted", ultimately ibe- 
ing thrown into'the middle of a "ditch 
on her back. The crowd took the op- 
portunity of throwing missies at her 
as she lay. 


A rush was made for her when she 


had recovered her foet. and she was 


half carried and half dragged to Llan- 
yatymdwy bridge, the intention being 
to throw her over into the river,

The police made gallant efforts to.res-, 


cue her, and, after a short sharp (tus- 
sle, carried her to a house of safety.

amongst the crowd ,as souvenirs. 


Even biting was resorted to by the 


insane mobbers. One woman was being 
conveyed to a place ,of shelter, and 
though she was between two policemen 
some one of the crowd thrashed her^till 
she fainted.

A huge negro with a revolver ijas 


left as guard on.the outside. Charles 
Stressner. a barber, had heard the com- 
motion and caine down the street with 
a shotgun. The negro shot him through 
the head, killing him instantly. 


Convicts Swarm from Barn. 


At the sound of the shot the-convicts 


swarmed from the barn, some with stol- 
en horses, and some afoot. 
A Mexican 


wantonly stabbed-the proprietor in the 
face, severely wounding him and a few 
seconds later paid for the deed with his 
life. 
Hugh Rogner. a deputy sheriff, 


shot :him twice, killing him almost in- 
stantly.
